Ancient adobe church 
In cerem onial dr*** 


Few Christmas celebrations in United States are 
stranger than the observance staged by Pueblo 
Indians of New Mexico who cornbin# ancient pagan 
rites with the ceremonies of modern Christianity. 
Although they have follow ed Christianity for more 
than 800 years, this ancient race still carries on 
their ancestral habit o f sun worship. 
On Christmas 
Eve residents at each of the numerous Pueblo 
villages gather at the local church where ceremonies 


begin with a strange dance of weird figures cos­ 
tumed with buffalo or deer heads and hunters in 
full regalia, arm ed with bows and arrows, each 
weaving in and out to the rhythm of the tribal 
drums in a symbolic tableau designed to petition 
the sun god for future fortune and bountiful 
harvests for the coming year. 
These pagan rites 
then give way to modern religious services with 
mass led by a robed Franciscan priest.

The awakened conscience of Friends living m 
North Carolina. Virginia and other states having 
the environment of African slavery, had long 
been struggling with this condition and as 
u ,. 
as 1787 most of these Friends had liberated then 
own slaves. 
Still they desired to rear their families in sur­ 
roundings free from the effects of this evil 
Therefore, 
when 
the 
northwest 
territory 
was 
opened in 1800, they migrated in great numbers, 
for then» no slavery could legally exist. Southern 
Quakers, courageous, strong in their convicts us 
and firm in faith, came north in a great stream 
Prom this group came stalw art women and men 
who, in the fear of God, established the Friends 
Meeting at Upper Springfield, later named Da­ 
mascus, in 1803. set off from Salem Quarterly 
meeting 
As soon as possible, after th. necessary log 
homes were made ready, the Friends joined in 
building the first log meeting house which stood 
on or very near the site of the present local church 
building. This first log meeting house was re­ 
placed by another log building, which was re­ 
placed in 1827 by the first brick house, which 
served until 1856 when It was blown down during 
a destructive windstorm. 
This was replaced by 
another brick building, which was completed in 
1858. 
Tills structure was torn down and the 
present frame building was built in 1907 
Two log houses 1805-1827 
Two brick buildings from 1827-1907. 
This meeting has passed through two -sepa­ 
rations. The first, in 1828. did not largely affect
